Fine charcoal, grit and oyster shell 
should ta* kept tiefore the chicken* at 
all times, and cracked or ground l*>ne 
may la* fed w here th e chicken* are 
kept In small bare yards, but til!* fess! 
Is not necessary for chickens th at h are 
n good range. 
A fter tin* chicken* are tw o months 
obi they m ay be fed only four time* 
a day and a fte r three month* only 
three.
